IS SUICIDE AT 11 


Bright Child, Old Beyond Her 
Years, Who Dislikes Toys — 
and Playmates, In- 
_ hales Gas. 


GOES ON THIEVING angst 


Elsie Lenhardt, Petted by Moth- 
_er, Dies After Writing Note 
of Penitence for Pick- 
ing Pockets. 


Elsie Lenhardt’s father died several years 
ago. Her mother works in a machine shop 
and the child became a Httle nomad and 
pickpocket. Often she would run away from 
home when anything occurred to displease 
her and roam about the neighborhood alone, 
returning late at night to sleep on the roof, 
running away again early in the morning be- 
fore any of the occupants of the house would 
awaken, 

But last Saturday, after one of these 
strange sulks, Elsie promised to be a good 
girl and attend school regularly, and her de- 
lighted mother bought the child a doll and a 
pair of new shoes. 

Last night Elsie committed suicide by turn- 
ing on the gas after she had barricaded the 
door of her room against neighbors. She 
was just 11 years old. 


Photographs Beside Body. 
When the other roomers in the old flat 
building, which is at 10 Gault court, smelled 
the gas and broke into Elsie’s bare: little 
room they found beside the child's body a 
photograph of her father taken while he 
lay dead in his casket, 
mother. On a table was the following note: 
Dear Mother: I killed myself because every- 
one is so mean to me. I no longer care to live, 
I am sorry I have done what I did. You will 
no longer have any trouble with me. I hope you 
will forgive me for what I have done. Best 
wishes and good luck to you all your life. 
ELSIE LENHARDT. 
At the bottom of the note was written: 
“Thank God that I will soon be with my 
father.” 


Girl a Mystery to Own Mother. 
When Mrs. Lenhardt returned home and 
was told that her daughter had committed 
suicide she fainted and was not able to speak 
clearty for some time. When she recovered 
she said: 

“ Elsie was too smart for her age. She 
attended the Adams school and was in the 
seventh grade. When anything occurred at 
the school or at home that displeased ber she

Buys Her Clothes and Toys. 

Mrs. Lemhardt said she did not think the 
child had ended her life because she was 
afraid to face her after taking the money, 
as she had taken articles and money from 
the house before and would always return 
home after the money had beem spent for 
candy and 5 cent theaters. 

The police learned that the mother had 
alwaye dressed the girl as expensively as 
her means would permit, and always tried 
to buy her playthings such as the other chil- 
dren in the neighborhood had. 

The child was friendly.with all of the 
roomers in the house, but seemed not to care 
to play with the younger children, associat- 
ing with older persons. 

It seemed to make her angry when she 
was told to run and play with the other 
children, and one time she ran away from 
home after being told to play with some 
little girls her own age. 


Roomers Tell of Girl’s Return. 

Mrs. Annie Meyers, a tenant in the build- 
ing, told the police that the child had re- 
turned home at 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. She called her into her home and gave 
her some lunch. Mrs. Meyers asked her 
where she had been andthe reply was, “' Just 
roaming around.” She then went upstairs. 

‘* Barly in the afternoon Elsie appeared in 
the hallway leading to her flat,” said Frank 
Kaplan, a saloonkeeper at Chicago avenue 
and Gault court, “‘ and a short time later she 
attracted the attention of every one in the 
building by screaming at the top of her voice. 
We hurried up to see what was wrong, but 
were assured she was all right. The next 
visit made to the apartment resulted in the 
finding of the body, lying half dressed onthe 
bed. It was necessary to shatter the tran- 
som, for she had bolted the door."’ 

According to Ignatz Winter, a roomer at 
the Lenhardt home, Elsie was an adept at 
picking pockets. He told a story of being 
robbed by the schoolgial last Sunday while 
she talked with him, taking the money out 
of his pockets and then fleeing. 


Toys Cast to One Side. 

When the police reached the Lenhardt flat 
they found Elsie’s bureau strewn with little 
pieces of cheap jewelry, while story books 
and playthings were piled in a dust covered 
heap in a corner of the room, 

Scores of children gathered about the build- 
ing in the evening, but none of them was able 
to tell anything about Elsie, as she seldom 
played with them. 

The police removed the body to undertak- 
ing rooms at 187 Chicagoavenue. The suicide 
is probably the youngest reported to the po- 
lice in years, and according to Inspector 
Backus is the most pathetic case handled in 
his experience. 


Old Man Shoots Himbelf. 

In the presence of- hie 19 year old son, Fred, 
who sought In vain to knock the weapon from 
his hand, Peter th, 78 years old, 2567 
Eberly avenue, Irving Park, committed sul- 
cide on the rear stairway of his home in the 
morning by shooting himeelf in the head 
with a revolver. The police say he was de- 
spondent because of the sudden death of his 
-wife, Anna Smith, less than a yearago. The 
bullet penetrated Smith’s braim and he died 
‘instantly. 

Charles Schiéel, a maitster, committed sui- 
cide in his room at the home of Mrs. Henry 
Gipp, 4 Lane place, by turning on the gas. 
Paper was found stuffed under the door 
and in the keyhole and cracke at the win- 
dows. Ill health is nereres to have been 
the cause,

That Is the Advice Given by Ald. 
‘Dever Before Credit Men. 


URGES MANY PLAYGROUNDS. 


Says Wiping Ont of Unfit Habitations 
Is Only Solution of Problem. 


As a cure for criminality in Chicago Ald. 
William E. Dever last night urged that the 
municipal government set aside each year 
a sum of money to be used in condemning 
houses unfit to live in, raging the structures, 
and making breathing spots for children 
to play in. 

This idea was proposed in the course of 
an address on “‘ The Human Interest in Mu- 
nicipal Government " at a dinner of the Chi- 
cago Credit Men's association at the Midday 
club. Ald. Dever in the course of his speech 
proposed that every house in the city 
that is unfit to live im should be torn down. 
He asked the building of ten playgrounds 
in every ward, and the appointment of a 
municipal commission to uproot and tear 
out the evil conditions along the west side 
of the river due to poor housing. 


Neglect Pointed Out. 

‘Our failure in muhicipal government up 
to this time in Chicago is due to the fact that 
we have neglected the human side of things,”’ 
he gaid. ‘“‘ It costs the city of Chicago about 
$15,000,000 every year to handle criminals. 
This amount is not spent in the curing of 
crime. We must take up this latter idea if 
we want to be a happy city. 

Last year 58,000 men were locked up by our 
police for one offense. or another, small or 
large. The reformatories, the penitentiaries, 
and the courts are crowded. There are not 
enough municipal judges to keep up with the 
cases. The conditions are similar in the 
Juventie court. 

Must Consider Human Side. 

“We should consider the human side of 
these things as a cure. The trouble in Chi- 
cago is that we lock the barn door after the 
horse is stolen, although we aren’t as bad in 
this respect as most other cities. Yet in 
these river wards of ours it is almost impossi- 
ble for a child to be born and reared and 
grow up a good citizen. 

“It wouldn't cost much to eradicate these 
conditions—not much in dollars and cents. 
If the organizing genius which brought 
into the city council the Chicago and North- 
western railway depot franchise would fore- 
go his regular duties for a while and would 
spend time in the consideration of this prob- 
lem the solution would be simple indeed. 

“Tf I had my way about it I would have 
the city government set aside enough money 
to tear down every human habitation not fit 
to live in. I would have every unfit building 
destroyed, so that every child may be born 
in a building where sun and fresh air may 
enter and allow the child to grow up into a 
decent maturity. 

Must Be Morally Peautiful. 

 “ Chicago is going to be a beautiful city ip 
a short time. It is going te be the noblest 
city in the world in physical appearance in a 
few years. But it never will be a beautiful 
city morally with conditions in our river 
wards as they are now. It never will be, be- 
cause the children there are growing up and 
crowding into the brideweil and the-peniten- 
tiaries. 

“These children are much worse off than 
their fathers. They are born where they 
have no fresh air or fresh food. While their 
parente probably did not live in luxury in 
their native countries, nevertheless they lived 
close to mother earth, which their children:

STOLEN, THEN DESTROYED? 


Police Suspect Desperate Act by Thieves 
on Lonely Road. 


An automobile belonging to George F. 
Getz, president of the Globe Coal company, 
blew up last night at Forty-eighth avenue 
and West Thirty-first street. Nothing was 
left of the machine but the wheels and the 
floor of the car. The explosion occurred near 
the Dolese & Shepard stone quarry. 

A short time before the explosion three 
men were seen in the auto, a Woods touring 
car. Whether they were in the machine 
when it blew up isnot known. Fragments of 
the auto were found at the bottom ofastone 
quarry, 150 feet from the scene of the ex- 
plosion. No traces of any mangled man 
were discovered by the Cicero police. 

The ownership of the machine was made 
known by the finding of the license tag, 2023 
Illinois.

Mre. Getz and her 9 months old son are 
said to be at Henderson, Ky., visiting at the 
home of Mrs. Getz’ mother. 

S. W. Kapela, chief of the Cicero fire de- 
partment, and Police Sergeant Bosa, who 
were at the scene of the explosion soon after 
its occurrence, are of the belief that it was not 
an accident. Their theory isthe maciine was 
deliberately blown up by the use of dynamite. 
It is said the front and rear lamps were re- 
moved from the car before the explosion. 


Another Getz Car Also Used. 

The explosion occurred at 8:30 o'clock, just 
two. hours after the machine was driven 
away from the Chicago Automobile club.

GOMPERS ON RACK, TO0,: 


President Gives Opiniog That 
Statute Would Be Declared 
Invalid by Unanimous — 
Supreme Court. 


Washington, D.. C., Oct. 21.—Presteene 
Roosevelt, in a letter to Senator Knox of 
Pennsylvania, arraigns in a scathing manner 
the efforts of Messrs. Bryan and Gompers 
to lead labor from the path of virtue. 

The president styles their proposals to do 
away with or modify the power of issuing 
injunctiona a sham and a delusion and-ex- 
presses his belief that such a law as that 
proposed by Mr. Bryan would be declared 
unconstitutional by a unanimous Supreme 
court, unless the court were packed. 

He denounces as wicked the proposed law 
advocated by Gompers which would prevent 
the courts from effectively interfering with 
violence when the object is to destroy busi- 
ness and which would legalize the blacklist 
and the secondary boycott. 


The president asserts that Mr. Taft has 


stated definitely that he will go to the limits 
of what he considers justice to protect work- 
ingmen in fheir rights, but will not go far- 
ther. He commends the position of Mr. Taft 
to the intelligent voters of the country. 

The president says he will continue te 
fight hard to do away with all abuses in 
the use of the power of injunction and to 
insure to laboring men the full measure of 


| justice to which they are entitled. 


Text of President’s Letter. 

The president's letter is as follows: 

* White house, Oct. 21,1908.—My Dear Sen- 
ator Knox: Im your admirable speech of 
yesterday you speak of the action of Mr. 
Bryan and certain gentlemen claiming to be 
the special representatives of organized la- 
bor, foremost among them Mr. Gompers, to 
secure the support of laboring men for Mn

“The daily papers of Oct. 13 contain an 
epen letter from Samuel Gompers, president - 
of the American Federation of Labor, ap- 
pcaling to workingmen to vote for Mr. Bryan, | 
In that letter are certain statements which 
interest the wider American public. These! 
statements warrant all 
apeech, and they warrant you in asking Mr. 


Bryan to say publicly whether Mr. Gompers_ 


states correctly the attitude of his party 


and himself on a subject that is of vital 


concern to every citizen, including every 
business m as well as every farmer and 
every man who looks to the cogrts for the 
protection of his rights. 

‘Mr. Gompers in his letter asserts that 
the judiciary of this country ig destroying 
democratic government and substituting 
therefor an irresponsible and corrupt des- 
potism in the interest of corporate power, and 
he further makes clear that the means by 
which he believes this alleged despotism has 
been set up in the place of democracy is by 
the process of injunction in the courts of 


equity. 
As to Democratic Remedy. 

‘Mr. Gompers in his letter states that his 
appeal to the republican convention at Chi- 
cago for remedy against the injunction was, 
denied; and he then goes on to state not 
only that the democratic party promised «@ 
remedy but. promised him the particular 
remedy that he had already asked of con- 
gress. His words are: 

“* Labor's representatives then went te 
the democratic party. That party made 
labor’s contention its own. It pledged its 
candidates for every office to those remedies 
which labor already had submitted to con- 
gress.’ 

‘The last sentence in this quotation indé- 
cates definitely the specific remedies to which 
Mr. Gompers understands Mr. Bryan's party. 
has pledged itself. His statement now 
makes perfectly clear an important plank 
in the Bryanite platform which heretofore 
has seemed puzzling to a vast numrber of 
earnest minded, thinking people who are 
sincerely interested in the steady adwance 
and the legitimate aspirations of labor and 
who carefully read both platforms to know 
precisely what hopes each holds out for the 
improvement of the conditions of wage earn- 
ers. That plank reads as follows: 

** Questions of judicial 


putes. We deem that the parties to all judi- 
cial proceedings should be treated with rigid 
impartiality and that injunctions should not 
be issued in any cases in which tnjunctions 
would not issue if no industrial dispute were 
involved.’ 

Plank Is Meaningless. 

“ ‘This is the plank that promises the ‘ rem- 
edy ’ against injunction which Mr. Gompers 
asked of Mr. Bryan'sparty. In actual fact it 
meane absolutely nothing; no change of the 
law could be baged on it; no man without in- 
side knowledge could foretell what ite mean- 
ing would turn out to be. for no man could 
foretell how any judge would decide in any 
given case, as the plank apparently leaves 
each judge free to say when he issues an 
injunction in a labor case whether or not 
it is a case in which an injunction would 
issue if labor were not involved. 

“Yet this plank is apparently perfectly 
clear to Mr. Gormpers, and in hie letter to hie 
followers he indicates beyond question just 
what he @nderstands it to mean. He asserts 
that he has the requisite inside knowledge, 
Hie statement that Mr. Bryan's party (for it 
was Mr. Bryan who dictated the piatformy) 
pledged itself ‘ to those remedies which laber

“ The ‘remedies which Mr. Gompers has 
already submitted to congress are matters 
of record, and the identification of his ‘ rem- 
edy’ against injunctions in labor disputes is 
easy and certain. This ‘remedy’ is em- 
bodied in house bill No. 74 of the first seesion 
of the sixtieth congress, the complete text of 
which is appended. | 


Gives Text of Measure. 

“The gist of the bill, as can be seen by 
referring to the complete text, is this: 

“ First—After forbidding any federal! judge 
to issue a restraining order for an injunction 
in. any labor dispute except to prevent ir- 
reparable injury to property or a property 
right, it specifically provides that ‘no right 
to carry on ‘business of any particu- 
lar kind. or at any particular place, or at 
sil, shall be construed, held, considered, or 
treated as property or as constituting a 
property right.” 

“ Second—It provides that nothing agreed 
upon or done by two or more parties in con- 
nection with e labor dispute shall consti- 


tute a conspiracy or other criminal offense | 


or be prosecuted as such. unless the thing 
agreed upon would be unlawful if done by a 
eingle individual. 

“The bill here described is not only the 
‘remedy * that Mr. Gompers has ‘ already 
submitted to congress,’ but it is the one and 
only ‘remedy ’ which he and those associat- 
ed with him in his present movement have 
announced that they will accept in the matter 
of his grievance against the courts on the 
injunction issue. The counsel for the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and Mr. Gompers, 

ts president, are both on record to thia 
effect. « 
Shows Labor’s Indorsement. 

“ At a hearing before the house committee 
on judiciary the counsel for the American 
Federation of Labor on Feb. 5, 1908 (as ap- 
pears from the printed hearings) stated: 

“* The bill wes considered by at least two 

segesions of the executive council of that or- 
ganization and unanimously approved. It 
Was considered by two of its national con- 
ventions—the two latest—and by these unani- 
mously indorsed. And in the face of many 
propositions to amend it, in the face of many 
proposed substitutes, in the face of pressure 
from every direction, from high sources and 
sources rot so exalted, the organization has 
etood by, and is today standing by thie bill 
without amendment.’ : 
“Mr. Gompers himself in discussing this 
bill before the same committee on Feb. 28, 
1908 (as appears from the printed hearings) 
went on record as follows: 

“*Events have demonstrated clearly to 
my mind that there is only one bill before the 
committee that can at all be effective to deal 
with this abuse, with this invasion of human 
rights, and that is the Pearro bill.’ 

“ Further on in the same page of the hear- 
ings Mr. Gompers siates: 

**J will say this, that I think I will try 
to make my position clear that the American 
Fedération of Labor has so declared itself 
that it must insist upon the principles in- 
volved in the Pearro bill, and that I ex- 
plained, as best I could, the position of labor— 
that we would rather be compelled to bear 
the wrongs which we have for a longer period 
than to give our assent to the establishment 
of a wrong principle, believing and knowing 
that time would gfve the justice and relief 
to which labor—the working people—are en-~- 
titled.’ 

Piedges Bryan and Party. 

“This bill, then, and none other repre- 
sents exactly the relief that Mr. Gompers 
demands in the way of anti-injunction legis- 
lation, and if the statement in his letter is 
correct this bill yarn ann what Mr. Bryan 
and his party are pledged to in the matter 
of anti-injunction legislation. ~ 

“ The injunction plank in the Bryanite plat- 
form may sound vague and. hazy, but there 
is nothing vague or hazy about this bill. It 
ig more than a bill—it is a program of the 
most fixed and definite kind, and if Mr. Gom- 
pers is correct this bill becomes, as it were, 
an used appendix to Mr Bryan's platform, 

~or a footnote explaining in detail the briefer 
and vaguer injunction plank in that plat- 
form. Does Mr. Bryan accept it as such? 

“Mr. Bryan should state publicly whether 
he ‘ fact accepts the principle of this bill, 
which is the official program of Mr. Gompers 
and those who stand with him. Mr. Gompers 
announces publicly that Mr. Bryan’s party 
has made this program itsown. Is Mr. Gom- 
pers correct in this statement? 

“Either Mr. Gompers is mistaken as to 
what Mr. Bryan’s party has promised him in 
this matter of anti-injunction legislation, or 
these who drafted his party’s platform ir 
their haste failed to make the promise so 
clear that the general public would under- 
stand it precisely as Mr. Gompers under- 
stood it. , 

Bryan Silent on Issue. 

‘Mr. Bryan failed in his letter of accept- 
ance to discuss this labor plank of his party's 
platform.. So far as lam aware he has failed 
to discuss\it since. There should be such dis- 
cussion as a matter of common fairness not 
only to labor but to all citizens alike. Ona 
question of such grave consequence the peo- 
ple are entitled to know where Mr. Bryan 
¢:ands. 

“Mr. Taft repeatedly has explained ex- 
actly where he stands in this matter of regu- 
lating injunctions. Are we not entitled to 
know with equal clearness exactly where 
Mr. Bryan stands? Mr. Gompers’ public 
statements as to what his party has promised 
make it imperative that Mr. Bryan declare 
himstif. ee 

“This bill, to the principle of which he 
says Mr. Bryan is pledged, declares that the 
right to carry on a lawsuit business in a law- 
suit way shall not be regarded as a property 
right nor entitled to the protection of a court 


ef equity through the process of an injunc- 


fon; and that the right to such protection, 
which admittedly now exists under the law, 


shall be taken away. 
Shows Record of Gompers. 


“ The counsel.for the American Federation 
of Labor, in his examination before the house 
Feb. 5, at which Mr. Gompers himself was 
present, gave a frank illustration of what 
he and Mr: Gompers believed to be the con- 
sequence of that provision of that bill which 
eays the right to carry on business shall not 
be entitied to protection as a property right. 
His words are: 

“ * Suppose that workingman, by some op- 
eration or proceedings in the community (let 
us say, by violence or persuasion or picket- 
ing away from the premises), reduces those 
works to a state of utter helplessness, and 
there was not a wheel moving, nora process 
in operation, and this company had no help 
at alb—that would/be an interference with 
his right to do business; and for that I say 
he has a right to be protected by injunction.’ 

‘Is Mr. Bryan in reality pledged to this 
point of view? Will he definitely say, either 
in writing or in a public address, whether 
he believes with Mr. Gompers that the pro- 
tection heretofore afforded by the courts of 
equity to the right to carry on a lawful busi- 
ness in a lawful way is despotic power and 
that the judges who exercise that power are 
irresponsible despots? 

* So far ase the second section of this bil} is 
concerned, it is perfectly clear that it would 
legalize the blacklist and the sympathetic 
boycott carried to any extent. It would legal- 
ige acts which have time and again been de- 
clared oppressive, unjust. and immoral by the 
best and most eminent labor leaders them- 


selves. 
Puts a Vital Question. 

“Does Mr. Bryan believe with Mr. 
Gompers that he and that part of the labor 
movement that. agrees with him have the 
right morally, and should be given the night 
legally, to paralyze or fo destroy with im- 

punity the business of an innocent third 
person, against whom he or they have no di-

But when it is a concerted purpose 
of a number of persons not only to abstain 
themselves from such intercourse but to.ren- 
der the life of their victim miserable by 
persuading and intimidating others to re- 
frain, such purpose is a malicious one and 
the concerted attempt to accomplish it is ¢ 
conspiracy at common law and merits and 
should receive the punishment due to such 
crime.’ 

“The commission further states that this 
boycott~-can be carried to an extent which 
was condemned by Mr. Mitchell, president 
of the United Mineworkers of America, in 
his testimony before the commission, and 
which certainly deserves the reprobation of 
all thoughtful and law abiding citizena. 


Taft Definite; Is Bryan? 
“ Does Mr. Bryan agree with Mr. Gompers 


-that ail existing legal restraint on the en- 
forcement of every degree of the boycott 


should be withdrawn; that the industrial ex- 
communication of the innocent merchant 
who refuses to render unquestioned obedience 
to the orders of Mr. Gompers should be legal- 
ived and encouraged; or does he believe with 
us, and with Mr, Mitchell and other labor 
leaders who differ from Mr. Gompers in this 
matter, that this form of the boycott is moral- 
ly wrong, that labor at war should fight with 
its enemies and respect the rights of neutrale, 
that innocent third parties should not be 
coerced into taking sides in industrial dis- 
putes to which they are In no sense parties, 
under penalty of having theeir business at- 
tacked and destroyed? 

“Mr Taft is perfectly definite 
proposition.

He has 
frankly discussed this subject’ time and 
again, with workingmen themselves, both 
in this campaign and prior to his nomination.

Quotes Democratic Platform. 


** Does Mr. Bryan disagree with Mr. Taft 
on these propositions? Will he estate pub- 
licly, definitely, categorically, whether he 
accepts the program outiined in this bill, as 
Mr. Gompers in his letters has assured the 
public that he’ does? Mr. Bryan's party 
platform paid a high tribute to our courts 
of justice. It stated: 

“* We resent the attempt of the repub- 
Mean party to raise a false issue respecting 
the judiciary. It is an un reflection 
upon a great body of our citizens to assume 
that they lack respect for the courts.’

I have accomplished some- 
thing; I hope to accomplish something more 
before I leave office; and I have taken special 
and peculiar interest in Mr. Taft's candidacy 
because I believe that of all the men in this 
country he is the man best qualified for con- 
tinuing the work of securing to the wage 
workers of the country their full rights. 

“TI will do everything in my power for the 
wage workers of the country, except to do 
what {is wrong. I will do no wrong for man, 
and with al: the force in my power I sol- 
emnly warn the laboring men of this country 
that any public man who advocates doing 
wrong in their interest cannot be trusted by 
them, and this whether his promise to do 
wrong is given knowing that it is wrong or 
because of a levity and lack of consideration 
which make him willing to promise any- 
thing, without counting the cost, if thereby 
support at the moment. is to be purchased, 


Would Curb Injunction’ Abuses.

TALKS OF LITTLETON ACT. 


Champion of “Uncle Joe’ Was 
Leader of the Saloon’s Foes 
for Many Years. 


Danville, [l., Oct. 21.~—[Special.]—The Dan- 
ville Commercial News today prints a letter 
from the Rev. Edwin C. Dinwiddie, leader in 
the Good Templars, defending Speaker Can- 
non from the charge of opposing temperance 
measures. 

The Rev. Mr. Dinwiddie, who now is nation~- 
al electoral superintendent of the Good 
Templars, was for eight years legislative 
superintendent of the American Anti-GSaloon 
league. In this capacity he had much to do 
with anti-Mquor legislation, and probably 
became better acquainted with liquor legis- 
lation than any other man in this work. 

Mr. Dinwiddie resigned the,position of leg 
Anti-Saloon 
league to give his whole time to the prohibi- 

tion campaign in Oklahoma, and was a con- 
siderable factor in the constitutional conven- 
tion of that new state. He returned to Wash- 
ington last winter to represent the interna- 
tional order of Good Templars, the temper- 
ance committee of the Evangelical Lutheran 
church, and the Oklahoma Anti-Saloon 
league. 
Text of Dinwiddie Letter. 

Mr. Dinwiddie’s letter was in response to a 
letter from the Rev. J. & Danoey of Dan- 
ville asking an explanation of Speaker Can- 
non’s action on the Littlefield and other tem- 
perance bilis. Mr. Difiwiddie answered as 
follows: 

“I did not know a fight was going to be 
made against Speaker Cannon's reélection 
until I returned from a brief rest in England 
three weeks ago. Them it seemed to bea fight 
of the Methodist Temperance society. Not 
until your letter came did I know that the 
Anti-Saloon league was heading It. 

“ You ask certain specific questions con- 
cerning national temperance legislation in 
Washington and Speaker Cannon’s relation 
thereto, which I shall now undertake to an- 
swer. 

‘First, regarding the personnel of the 
house committee on the judiciary, the cus- 


tom there long prevailed of letting members 


of committees remain if they desired to do so 
and to reach the higher rank on the corhmit- 
tee according to their length of service there- 
on. A speaker who would do otherwise 
would show poor judgment from the stand- 
point of the public service and would engen- 
der bitter feelings on the part of the deposed 
or transferred committee members. 


Names Men Cgnnon Chose. 

“The present speaker inaugurated the 
policy of permitting the minority leader to 
name the democratic members of the com- 
mittee, subject only to such restrictions as 
the speaker put in force with reference to 
his own appointments on the majority side, 
with respect to geographical representation 
and similar matters which legitimately enter 
into the question of committee assignme nits. 

“ The first four republican members of 
the committee on the judiciary in the last 
session were appointed thereon by Speaker 
Henderson of Iowa, and Speaker Cannon 
found and left them on the committee—viz.: 
John J. Jenkins of Wisconsin, R. W. Parker 
of New Jersey, De Alva Alexander of New 
York, and Charles E. Littlefield of Maine. 
The first three have been persistently op- 
posed to the Littlefield (and I think various 
Similar) bills in relation to intoxicating 
liquors in interstate commierce. Mr. Little- 
field hag been the recognized floor leader of 
our friends in congress for nine years and 
has probably accomplished more actual 
legislative results for the cause than any 
member of either house in the last genera- 
tion. 

“ The first republican member appointed 
on this committee by Speaker Cannon is 
Charlies Q. Tirrell of Massachusetts. who 
succeeded Mr. Roberts of the same state. 
Mr. Tirrell is one of the strongest supporters 
of temperance legislation in the national 
house, having been conspicuous in succeseful 
contests on the floor and the author of some 
measures in the interest of reform. 


All Friendly to League. 


“Hon. James A. Sterling of Illinois was 
next appointed on the majority side by the 
Speaker. He was elected in November, 1904. 
The New Voice of Chicago, in its issue of 
Feb. 18, 1905, quoted a letter from Mr. Ster- 
ling as follows: 

“*T am in favor of the Hepburn-Dolliver 
bill and when it reaches the house I will be 
pleased to give it my support.’ 

“Of those appointed since I understand 
Mr. Malby of New York and Mr. Diekma 
of Michigan were naturally supposed to be 
friendly. Mr. Malby had heen a supporter 
of temperance legisiati in the New York 
State assembly and senate. -We had no 
reason to assume that Mr. Moon of Pennsyl- 
vania was not friendly. 

“I do not feel that I am better qualified 
to anewer this question as to any evidence 
that the speaker appointed his committee 
with a view of defeating ‘legislation than 
you are’after having received the above facts. 
and so far as I have been able to learn the. 
members involved say no attempt has been 
made by the speaker efther before or after 
their appointment to influence their action 
thereon. 

““ Second—The answer to the question as to 


whether the speaker can be properly charge- 


able with the Littleton: bill's defeat is large- 
ly contained in the answer that would be 
made to the first inquiry. It is only perti- 
nent to add that whenever the house of rep- 
resentatives really wants to put a measure 
through, there are constitutional methods 
which it can employ which neither the speak- 
er nor any committee of congress can pre- 
vent. 
Aided Liquor Legislation. 

“‘Third—As to ‘whether the speaker is 
standing as opposed to advanced temper- 
ance legislation along various lines in the 
national house of representatives,’ I beg to 
say thas with respect to some Important leg- 
islation already secured and also in regard to 
some new pending, such is notthecase. The 
continuance of prohibition in the Indian ter- 
ritory and Indian reservations within the 
new state of Oklahoma upon the advent of 
statehood was probably one of the most im- 
portant temperance issues before congress 
since the Wilson law was enacted !n 1890. Mr. 
Littlefield laid this fully before Speaker 
Cannon, and he promptly egreed to it prior 
to the caucus on the ‘ statehood’ bilL 

“This is the only case which I remember 
in which the speaker was consulted before 
the introduction of a measure, though much 
temperance legislation has been passed dur- 
ing the jast three congresses, over which the 
present speaker has presided. 

‘* Speaker Cannon has definitely stated that 
while belfeving the Littlefield bill was un- 
constitutional, he believed remedial legisia- 
tion should be passed to free the states from 
the interstate difficulties complained of. 
He agreed to the Knox bill as introduced by 
Senator Kngx, which Acting Superintendent 
Nicholson and I had discussed and agreed 
upon, were presented to the speaker, he as- 
sented to their probable necessity and te 
their tnecorporation, so far as he was con 
cerned, in the house.”

Peoria, IIL, Oct. 21.—[{Special. }—Political 
developments in the Illinois State Federation 
of Labor convention today make it practic- 
ally certain that one of the warmest fights 
of the convention will center on the ques- 
tion of adoption or rejection of a resolution 
aimed at Speaker Joseph G. Cannon. 

This resolution, which wae presented at the 
opening session, is the only political regolu- 
tion of importance now before the resolutions 
committee and both republican and demo- 
cratic delegates are lining up their forces 
in preparation for a lively fight when the 
resolution is reported out of committee. 

The opposition to the resolution gathered 
strength today when David Ross, secretary 
of the state bureau of labor statistics; took 
charge of lining up the republican delegates. 
Ross favors “ Uncle Joe's’ reglection and is 
working hard to defeat the anti-Cannon reso- 
bution. The republicans, who are anxious to 
have the convention take a neutral political 
attitude, have, through Ross, introduced in 
the resolutions committee a substitute report 
for the antiCannon resolution, and other po- 
litical resolutions that may be presented later. 


Substitute Calls a Halt. 

The. substitute calla on the convention to 

refrain from indorsing or denouncing any po- 
litical candidates except bona fide trades 
union candidates, on the grounds that *‘ mix- 
ing of politics and trades unionism tends to 
disrupt the labor movement.” 
_ Feeling runs high among delegates, and 
open charges are made that the Gompers ad- 
herents, as well as delegates anxious to de- 
feat the anti-Cannon resolution, are on the 
pay roll of their respective political parties. 
A@ matters now stand chances are about 
even that the anti-Cannon resolution will be 
defeated when reported to the eonvention to- 
morrow. a 

Raymond Robins of Chicago toda} made 
a@ speech denouncing Cannon and James 8S. 
Sherman, republican vice presidential) candi- 
date. 

The climax of enthusiasm came when Rob- 

ine declared ‘‘there were crooks in both 
republican and democratic conventions, but 
in the’ Denver convention the crooks were 
clubbed into submission by Bryan.”’ 
Some of the opponents of the Gompers- 
Bryan political program had planned to hiss 
Robins off the platform if he should touch 
om politics, but the plan was not carried into 
execution. Instead of that a rising vote of 
thanks was given him when he had finished, 
and there were less than a dozen who re- 
mained in their seats when the vote was 
taken, 

* T expect there are a lot of politicians here 
now,” said Robins. ‘ They are anxious to 
know what you are going to do in a politica] 
way. Joe Cannon and James 8. Sherman 
buried labor’s appeal for legislation to take 
it out of the trust classification in which it 
was put by the Supreme court’s decision in 
the ‘ hatters’’ case. 

“ There ie some honest doubt as to where 
Taft stands as regards workingmen, but you 
know where Cannon and Sherman etand. If 
Taft is elected Sherman will be in the senate 
and Cannon in the house, and together they'll 
gavel every honest labor measure out of con- 
gress.”’ 

Resolutions Before the Body. 

Several additional resolutions were present- 
ed at today’s session, including one on the 
guarantee of bank deposits and another de- 
manding a railroad full crew law in Illinois 
similar to the law passed recently by the In- 
diana legislature. The latter resolution was 
introduced by James Connérs of Chicago, 
vice president of the switchmen’s union. 

One of the last resolutions to be introduced 
today demanded that municipalities and the 
state should furnish work for unemployed 
fathers, “‘im order to cure the hungry school 
children problem in Chicago and prevent such 
conditions in other cities of the state.’’ 

A considerable contest has developed 
among candidates for delegate to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor convention at Den- 
ver. Among Chicago delegates are Robert 
Noreen of the garment workers’ union and 
John B. Brittain of the carpenters’ union. 


Fight May Reach the Floor. 

The resolutions committee will hold a meet- 
ing tomorrow morning an@ itis probable that 
at least a partial report will be made to the 
convention before noon. 

Some of the Gompers adherents declared 
tonight that.if any attempt were made to 
throttie the anti<Cannon resolution they 
would make a fight on the floor of the con- 
vention and ‘“‘ show up” the delegates who 
refuse to follow Gompers. 

Just how far they will carry. their threat 
remaing to be seen. 

John A. Walker, president of the United 
Mineworkers of JHinois. heads the faction 
that is pushing the campaign against Speaker 
Cannon. President Walker, however, has 
announced he will fight any attempt to in- 
dorse the candidacy of Adlai E. Stevenson. 


OKLAHOMA BANK EXAMINER HIT 


Grand Jury Recommends Removal of 
H. H. Smock, Official Who Closed 
Coalgate Institution, 


Coalgate, Okla., Oct. 21.—Exonerating the 
officers of the bank and recommending the 
removal of Herbert H. Smock, a bank ex- 
aminer of Oklahoma, a grand jury today 
submitted the report of its investigations 
of the closing of the Bank of Coalgate, a 
state institution operating under the pro- 
visions of the state guaranty law. 

Examiner Smock closed the bank on the 
grounds that the officers were violating the 
state banking laws by loaning themselvesthe 
funds of the bank. The officers, Dr. L. A. 
Connor and Lee Elzy, convinced the grand 
jury that the money they received from the 
bank, alleged to be loans, did not equal the 
amount the bank owed them In salary. 

Bank Examiner Smock was charged with 
closing the bank for political purposes. Gov. 
Haskell sent a special prosecutor here. The 
grand jury was comprised of nine democrats 
and three republicans. 


Techney Runaways Found. 


Hungry and dirty, Bartholomew Tobin and Jo- 
seph Getz, each 14 years old, who escaped from the 
Bt. Joseph school at Techney, Il., Saturday, were 
found last night by detectives of the Central sta- 
tion and sent to the Juvenile home.

ticipated, so that the principal factor im the 
Ohio campaign is to estimate the effect of 
the liquor and anti-ldquor vote, first on Taft 
and then on Harris. 


Schools for Ballot Scratching. 

I learned in Cincinnati a thing which 
seems to me extremely significant. Mr. 
Taft is known personally to many thousands 
of the persons of that city. Meis particular- 
ly popular among the German Americans. 
They have been holding classes among their 
voters, instructing them how to scratch a 
ballot so as to vote for Taft and against 
Harris. In every one of the German-Ameri- 
can sections of Cincinnati one may find this 
movemem in full swing. 

Harmon, the democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, is much less well known to the average 
voter in Cincinnati than “ Bill” Taft, who 
grew up there, went to the Woodward High 
school, and whose father was a picturesque 
and much beloved citizen of Cincinnati in the 
early days. 

Harmon, besides this, always has been ae 
sociated with the corporations. He went into 
‘Cleveland's cabinet as attorney general, but 
did not make any record as a trust buster. 
Nevertheless he is at the head of the state 
ticket, which is openly opposed to the local 
option policy of the republicans. He will get 
an enormous vote, far in excess of that of 
Bryan, in the city and particularly in the 
German wards, where personal. liberty is 
dear to the heart of the average voter. 


Larger Ballots Cut Figure. 

There are currents and countercurrents In 
every part of the state the strength of which 
it will be impossible to estimate until after 
the election. The Australian ballot now in 
use is a vast affair and many voters will be 
afraid to undertake the delicate work of 
changing it. Many of those who do attempt 
to scratch will vitlate their ballots. It will 
not be half so easy to scratch the ticket as 
it was in 1905, when there were no national 
electors or congressmen to be taken into con- 
sideration. 

The state on a straight issue, as I have sald, 
is overwhelmingly for Taft. He would have 
nearly 100,000 majority as against Bryan. 
His margin of safety is so great that it seems 
impossible his plurality can be reduced next 
month below 50,000. and that is the figure 
which is set by the most careful and the most 
conservative political observers.

Owing to several bitter faction fights, in 
addition to the saloon question, which has 
split up the parties to such an extent, there 
will be @ loss in the republican congressional 
delegates from Ohio. There are now in the 
house of representatives sixteen republicans 
from this state and five democrats. 

The outlook is that the democrats will gain 
one and possibly two or even three congresgs- 
men. In the Second, Third, Fifth, Sixth, 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Fifteenth,“Seventeenth, 
and Eighteenth districts the margin between, 
the two parties is always small. In the 
Third and Thirteenth districts, now repre- 
gented by republicans, the chances favor the 
election of a democrat.

ASKS WHOLE TRUTH OF BRYAN 


Republican National -Committee 
Questions Fund Reports. 


POINTS OUT A DISCREPANCY. 


Deneen and Wayman to Speak at 
McVicker’s Every Noon. 


Since William Jennings Bryan started the 
personal campaign now being waged, the re- 
publican national committee considers itself 
at liberty to keep it up and is beginning to 
ask some questions of the democratic can- 
didate. The latest one is: 

“Why have you’ picked out Chicago to 
make your alleged publication of contribu- 
tions to your campaign fund? Why not New 
York? ”’ : 

Mr. Taft has promised not only that a full 
publication of the contributions to his fund 
shall be made, but that the publication shall 
be in New York. 

New York has a law compelling such publi- 
cations and the statements must be made 
under oath. Illinois has no such law and all 
statements are of no value except as the 
readers may have confidence in the honesty 
of theirauthors. In the present instance that 
honesty is seriously questioned. 

At the same time Secretary Hayward of the 
national eommittee made an announcement 
severely ‘attacking Mr. Bryan for the per- 
sonal refiections he has been making re- 
cently on the honesty of Mr. Taft. 


Bryan Suspicious of Others. 

Mr. Hayward prefaced this with the remark 
that a man who was always suspicious of the 
honesty of others was a fit subject for sus- 
picion himself, and, after referring to the 
fact that Mr. Bryan had been accusing his 
competitor of raising a large “ slush fund ”’ 


with which to buy voters in the last days of. 


the campaign, said: 

“It is surprising that a man who lays 
claim to the high standard of ethics that Mr. 
Bryan does should stalk through the country 
maligning every one of his political oppo- 
nents in a manner little short of billingsgate. 

“Consider for a moment that Mr. Bryan's 
accusation, if believed by the American peo- 
ple, would brand Mr. Taft and all of hiscam- 
paign managers as men devoid of the com- 
mon principles of integrity. 

“Mr. Bryan has ever felt it his privilege to 
clasp his hands in a smug, saintly, beatific 
attitude. the while accusing the republican 
party of every crime in the category. His ac- 


‘ecusation that the republicans intend to de- 


bauch the voters with money iNegally con- 
trituted by the lawbreaking corporations is 
mot only false but he has no reason for be- 
Heving it to be true. 

“On Sept. 26 the Rocky Mountain News 
reported the receipt for the Bryan campdign 
fund of the sum of $10,808. In the same organ 
later appeared the official list of Colorado 
subscribers, made public by the democratic 
national committee. There were discrepan- 
cies of $650. It may be bad bookkeeping, but 
it.ought to be investigated. 

“Before passing Mr. Bryan's reiterated 
charges that the republicans are trying to 
purchase the election I would like to ask him 
these questions: 

“Did your brother-in-law, 
chairman of the state central committee 
of Nebraska, in the election in that state in 
1904 use the $15,000 he got from Wall street to 
‘purchase votes’ and ‘ debauch the fran- 
chise ’"?

LARGE CROWDS HEAR THEM. 


Both Urge Hearers to Give Full Sup- 
port to Entire Ticket. 


In South Chicago and Pullman last night 
Gov. Charles 8. Deneen and John E. W. Way- 
man, republican nominee for the state’s at- 
|, torneyship, appeared before large audiences, 
urging their bearers to give full support to 
the entire republican ticket. 

“ We are in the midst of the most bitter, 
| relentless campaign within my experience,” 
said Gov. Deneen, “ and the bitterness of the 
campaign is directed against me more than 
against any other candidate.’’ 

The governor went at length into the 
charges brought against his administration 
dealing with the management of state insti- 
tutions, and deacribed individually the mem- 
bers of the state board of charities appointed 
by the governor and who in the event of 
Stevenson's election would, according to a 
recent statement attributed to him, be forced 
from office, 

“IT fear that my esteemed opponent has not 
closely observed the statutes passed in our 
state within the last few years,’’ he stated. 
“ Stevenson has promised in the event.of his 
election to undo what we did three years ago 
when by civil service we removed employés of 
state institutions beyond the necessity of po- 
litical influences, 

Illinois Central Suits. 

“I said four years ago that the Nilinois 
Central railroad would be investigated,” 
said the governor, reverting to another sub- 
ject. “It was investigated. We sued that 
road for $15,000,000. A great many persons 
have said that the suit amounts to noth- 
ing. I know two men who think that it 
amounts toa greatdeal. One of them is your 
humble servant and the other is the president 
of the Illinois Central. 

* Gen. Stevenson in but a vague, uncertain, 
and intangible manner has defined his stand 
on the live issues of this campaign. 

**Is Gen. Stevenson in favor of civil serv- 
ice? Who knows? -Is Gen. Stevenson in fa- 
vor of rehabilitating the state institutions? 
Who knows? Is Stevenson in favor of con- 
tinuing this suit against the Illinois Central 
railroad? Is he in favor of more stringent 
factory legislation? If the Supreme court 
should revise our primary law, what will 
be his stand? Is hein favor of giving tothe 
public the interest on public funds? 

“To none of these questions has he ari- 
swered, and on not one of them is his attl- 
tude known.”’ 

Wayman on Same Platform. 
. At the Lincoln hall in South Chicago and 
the Market hall in Pullman John E. W. 
Wayman spoke from the same platform as 
the governor. 

“I stand for no principle that is not em- 
bodied in the platform and policies of the 
republican party.’’ declared Mr, Wayman. 
“ There is one question on which the repub- 
lican amd democratic voters think alike, and 
it is the courageous enforcement of the law, 
and for such an enforcement of the law I 
hope to receive the support of democratic as 
well as republican voters.”’ 

The republican mominee urged particularly 
on his hearers the support of the national

“There has been a great deal of criticism 
in this campaign, and my opponents have 
presimed to criticise my company,’’ he con- 
tinued. “ They have not yet presumed to 
assail my character.

BRYAN SAVES LIFE 
BY STOPPING TALK 


Women Faint in the Surging 
Crowd That Greets Can- 
didate in Ohio Town. 


HITS NEW YORK CENTRAL 


Alleged Intimidation by Rail- 
road Democratic Leader’s Cue 
for Day’s Speeches. 


Marietta, O., Oct. 21.—Monster crowds and 
cheering were Ohio's greeting to William J. 
Bryan today. Just before ne passed into 
West Virginia tonight he expressed himseif 
ag exceedingly wel! please with the recep- 
tions accorded him in the native state of his 
opponent. 

At East Liverpool the crowd was so great 
that Mr. Bryan, after making a few remarks, 
was compelled to suspend in order to save 
human life. As it was, a number of women 
fainted, and the crowd was swerving in such 
@ way that a catastrophe was averted only 
by Mr. Bryan's decision to cease talking. 


People Struggle to Get Near Him. 

A throng of such proportions as to cause 
grave alarm me one would be injured, met 
the candidate at Steubenville tonight. He 
urged the people to stand still, but his appeal 
went unheard, for they struggled frantically 
to get nearer to him. A man on a telephone 
pole with a megaphone did his best to hold 
| the people in check, but they swayed back- 
ward and forward until it seemed almost:im- 
possible for any one to get out alive. 

Although the day was a hard one for him, 
Mr. Bryan exhibited no signe of fatigue. 
Inspired by the fact that he was carrying 
his warfare into the camp of his poNtical 
enemy, he spoke with a vigor that even those 
who have been constantly him through- 
out the campaign could not help but note. 

While still im bed thie morning a newe- 
paper was handed into his stateroom and 

’ Mrs. Bryan read to him a disnatch stating 
that the New York Centra) railroad system 
was threatening its employés with a reduc- 
tiom in wages if he was elected, but promis- 
ing am increase in work and wages if he was 
defeated. 

Flays New York Central. 

This was his cue for the day and he fired 
broadside after broadside into the republic- 
ans. He regarded the action of the rall- 
road company as a “new menace” and de- 
clared that “the little ward heeler who 
bribes a man with $5 is a moral character 
beside the man who attempts to use his power 
to threatem those who work for him and to 
buy them by a promise of increase, or 
threaten them by a promise of a decrease.” 

At Akron before an immense throng Mr. 
Bryan demanded that President Roosevelt 
correct the misstatement he said the presi- 
dent had made to the effect that the demo- 

cratic national committee had received $300, - 
000 from the old national committee or from 
some other source. Mr. Bryan said the presi- 
dent knew this was not true and demanded 
that he have the frankness to say so. This 
demand wae based on a charge made by a re- 
publican Akron paper that Mr. Bryan mis 
stated the facts when he declared Mr. Sher- 
man kad been introduced there. by the presi- 
dent of the match trust. The democratic 
candidate accepted the paper’s version and 
frankly said he had no intention of delib- 
erately placing Mr. Sherman in the position 
he did in that connection. Mr. Bryan said 
he wanted the paper to°deal with the presi- 
dent ag it had dealt with him. 


Steel Workers Pledge Support. 

Sixteen speeches were made by the candi- 
date today. While talking to a throng in 
Youngstown, O., a big card signed by a num- 
per of the workers in the steel plants was sent 
up to him bearing the meseage: 

“We can't be with you today, but we will 
on Nov. 3.”’ 

Mr. Bryan afterward learned that a number 
of the plants which had been working with 
reduced numbers today, for the first time in 
some months, started up with their full com- 
plement of men. A number of the mill work- 
ers, however, were in the audience, Mr. Bry- 
an’s arrival being at a time when the regular 
shifts were being made. : 

A kindly reference to Mr. McKinley at 
Niles, the birthplace of the late president, 
moved the crowd to cheers. The route of 
travel today was through many recognized 
republican strongholds and it was at such 
places that the candidate firey his heaviest 
batteries. 

Crowds Honor Mrs. Bryan. 

Mr. Taft got his share of criticism, particu- 
larly in the matter of campaign contribu- 
tions and his attitude regarding the trust and 
labor questions. Mrs. Bryan, in response to 
the demands of the crowds. came out on the 
platform of the train and bowed. She shook 
hands with many hundreds and her state- 
room and the parlor of the car were banked 
with flowers sent to her by admiring friends.

STILL CROOKED, BUT CAREFUL. 


Dishonest Ward Workers, Not Deterred 
by Recent Exposures, Try New 
Plans of Colonization. 


The court exposures in the recent Healy- 
Wayman contest before Judge Cutting and 
the subsequent appointment of a special) 
state’s attorney to investigate primary frauds 
have not intimidated the corrupt element in 
Chicago ward politics, according to a report 
issued yesterday by the subcomanittee on 
detection and prevention of electiof frauds of 
the republican county central committee. 

The investigations of this committee have 
shown that the only effect of the revelations 
has been to induce greater caution among 
the colonizers. The cases of colonizing have 
been tabulated and the names will be placed 
in the hands of challengers in the various 
precincts affected on election day. 

It has been found that the practice of col- 
onizing bums in a lodging house has given 
place to the safer method of registering 
them from a large number of addresses. Six 
men were found registered from a stoneyard, 
for instance, and seven from a garage. 

Wards 1, 9, 18, 22, and 19 were found to be 
the worst offenders. In the Twenty-second 
ward the trick of having a man register under 
different names in several] different precincts 
was found to have been tried many times. 


URGES “POISON SQUAD” TEST 
OF COLD STORAGE MEATS. 


Prof. Grindley of University of Illinois 
Makes Suggestion and Poultry and 
Game Association Approves. 


A health test to be made upon twenty-four 
men to determine the relative merits of fresh 
and cold storage poultry and game, was sug- 
geeted in a paper read at the annual meeting 
of the National Poultry and Game associa- 
tion in the Sherman house yesterday by 
Prof. H. 8. Grindley of the University of 
Illinois. 

*T would suggest,”’ he said, “Phat a clase 
of twenty-four men be selected to determine 
whether the fresh meats are healthier than 
those of cold storage, and in what proportion, 
if any, deleterious effects are found from the 
test.”’ 

He said the clase could be divided into three 
groups of eight each, the first group to be fed 
on the fresh poultry, the second group on 
meats stored a certain length of time, and the 
third group on storage meats of undetermined 


“Neither group,” he said, “‘ should know 
what it was to be fed, the idea being to make 
the test absolutely free from mental! influ- 
ence of those subjecting themselves to the 
test."’ 

The professor said the test should be con- 
ducted by the United States government.

New York Takes More Interest in State 
Fight than in Other. 


Betting on the elections in all the large 
cities of the country places Taft as the favor- 
ite at odds of from 1 to 2 to 1 to 6. 

The gambling this year will be lighter than 
On the previous presidential contests. The 
wagers are infrequent, according to reports 
from all over the country, and no bets of 
large amounts are reported in any place. 
The largest offer yet reported is from San 
Francisco, where one man has offered $20,000 
at 4to lO that Taft will be the winner. 


Wagers on New York Fight. 

Almost as much interest is taken by the 
gamblers in the New York gubernatorial con- 
test as in the national fight. In these bets 
the favorite is Lieut. Gov. Chanler. The 
quotations at Buffalo are 9 to 10 that Hughes 
will be beaten. and the same San Francisco 
man who offers $20,000 on Taft has put up 
$5,000 that Hughes will be defeated. 

Curiously enough, some of the greatest 
odds on Taft are offered by men in the 
“solid south” and in the doubtful states. 
One New Orleans man offers a flat 1 to 8 
that the republican candidate will win. An- 
other offer of the same odds is made in Balti- 
more. Odds of 1 to 2 are offered that Mary- 
jand will go for Taft in Baltimore. 


Six to One at Detroit. 

Detroit democratic believers are given a 
chance at the choicest odds of anywhere yet 
reported. There the quotations on Taft are 
1 to 6 Philadelphia is given the smallest 
margin. The bets there are even or 4 to 5. 
ihe remainder of the cities report quotations 
of 1 to 2 and 3. 

New York, usually the center of this sort 
of preélection activity, apparently is taking 
littie interest: in the presidential outcome, 
but many bets are being made on the state 
fight. What few bets have been nade are 
at small odds on Taft. 

The Chicago odds on the presidential candi- 
dates were given as follows at “ Jim” 
O'Leary's saloon last night: Bryan, 3% to 1; 
Taft, 1 to 5.

MURDER SUSPECT 


ADMITTED 10 BAIL 


Luman C. Mann’s Petition Is 
Granted by Judge Windes 
After Long Hearing. 


BONDS FIXED AT $25,000. 


Defense: Produces Witness Who 


Swears He Is the Mysterious 
“J. H. Raymond.” 


After an all day's geasion, which brimmed 
With dramatic incidents and surprises for 
every one concerned, Judge Windes yester- 
day granted thes petition for ball og Luman 
C, Mann, charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Frances Gilmore Thompson, 

This decision did not come until nearly 8 
o’clock in the evening, when it was too late 
for the accused man’s relatives to schedule 
the property necegsary to secure the $25,000 
bonds. Consequently Mann spent the night 
in jail. It is expected that bonds will be 
furnished early this morning. 

The hearing was punctuated by verbal on- 
slaughts of Attorney Charles Erbstein, rep- 
resenting Mann, upon Assistent State’s At- 
torney Barnett. Mr. Erbastein accused the 
state's attorney’s office of conspiracy in fix- 
ing the cage in which he is himself defendant 
for a hearing this morning. Attorney Barnett 
met these remarks complacent ly, however. 
and Judge Windes ordered Mr. Erbdetein to 
subside. ; 

Says He’s “J. H. Raymond.” 

What was intended as tne surprise of the 
day took place early in the session when Mr. 
Erbstein produced a man who gave the name 
of Charles McCormick Clawater, who imme- 
diately assumed responsibility for taking 
Mrs. Thompson to the rooming house in 
which she was murdered and professed to be 
the mysterious “J. H. Raymond,"’ whose 
name appeared on the register. Clawater 
went on the witness stand, and in positive 
statements told of meeting Mra. Thompson 
in the downtown district on the street on the 
night of June 27, of taking her to the Michi- 
gan avenue rooming house, and of signing 
“J. H. Raymond ” on the hotel register. 

However, he denied being the woman's 
murderer. He said he had left the hotel the 
folowing morning, and knew nothing of the 
murder until he read of it in the newspapers 
several days later. 

“What did you do when you learned of 
her death?’ asked Mr. Barnett. 

“O, nothing,” answered the witness in a 
disinterested manner. 

Then the assistant state’s attorney began a 
vigorous cross examination, in the course of 
which Clawater was compelled to qualify 
many of the positive statements he previous- 
ly had made. It developed that the man 
had spent several weeks as an inmate of 
the Washingtonian home, where he was 
treated for an ailment caused. by excessive 
drinking. He also was vague in telling of 
his places of employment in the last few 
years, He said he had alternated between 


working as a traveling salesman and news-- 


paper writer. 

“It's one of those queer phases of every 
murder case that is given considerable pub- 
icity.” said Mr. Barnett. “ A crank always 
comes forward with the statement that he 
is the man wanted. We shall not take tife 
trouble to arrest Clawater.”’ 


Housekeeper Identifies Mann. 

One of the most interesting witnesses for 
the prosecution was Alice Hamilton, who 
acted as housekeeper at the rooming house 
in which Mrs. Thompson was murdered. 
Mrs. Hamilton told of the visit of the mys- 
terious ‘“‘ Raymond” to the rooming house 
with Mrs. Thompson, how he quibbled over 
the price of the room, and how he at last 
selected the one in which the woman was 
found strangled to death. 

‘Is this man who called himself Raymond 
in the courtroom?’ asked Atorney Barnett. 

“* There he sits in front of me,” said Mrs. 
Hamilton, unhesitatinkly, leaning forward 
and pointing her finger at Mann. “ He is 
the man.’”’ 

Mann scowled, then deliberately leaned 
forward in like manner and curled up his 
nose at the owner of the accusing finger. 

Attorney Erbstein cross examined the 
woman, bringing out the fact that she had 
left her husband and had been living with 
a man named Norton. He asked many other 
questions concerning her life in ,Chicago 
which tended to injure her character. 

When questioned geoncerning Clawater’s 
*“ confession "* and to whether she ever 
had seen the man before she declared she 
had not. 


Seven Swear to Alibi. 

Another feature of Mann’s defense which 
developed during the afternoon hearing is an 
alibi to which his three sisters, their two 
girl friends, and two men émployed ‘at 
Riverview park swore. The sisters all told of 
Mann’s arrival at the Oak Park home of the 
family shortly after midnight on the night 
that, according to the accusations of the 
police, he was in the cOmpany of Mrs. 
Thompson. 

Miss Jessie Mann said she had met her 
brother at the door, had let him into the 
house, and later had heard him telephone to 
some one downtown. Other members of the 
family and the two visiting girls told of 
Mann’s appearance at the breakfast table the 
following morning. 

The alibi further was substantiated by 
Fred Wright, owner of a concession at River- 
view park, who declared thet Mann had 
spent the day the murder is thought to have 
been committed guessing weights at one of 
the park scales. ‘‘Ben” Brooks, another 
employé of the park, verified this stateznent. 


Promises Speedy Trial. 

In the course of the argument as to the 
granting of bail Attorney Barnett declared 
that Mann would be given a speedy and fair 
trial within three weeks, or a month, and 
that he would be placed at no considerable 
inconvenience by remaining in jail. 

“A fair and just trial, indeed!’ exclaimed 
Erbstein. ‘*‘ Why, the justice of that office 
has permitted the state’s attorney to set the 
case in which I am defendant for a hearing 
before Judge McSurely tomorrow morning, 
just at the time when my client needs me so 
badly. I am surprised that this man can 
talk of justice coming from the state’s at- 
torney’s office.” 

“Well, that has nothing to do with this 
case, and I don’t care to hear anything about 
it.” interrupted Judge Windes. 

When Judge Windes finally announced 
that he would admit the prisoner to bonds, 
fixing them at $25,000, Mann sprang to his 
feet and grasped each of his sisters by the 
hand and kissed them. His father and 
friends endeavored to calm him, but it was 
some time before he was able to compose 


himself.

YANKEES SAVE MANY LIVES. 


Cholera Reported to Have Appeared 
Among the Refugees. 


MANILA, Oct. 22.—Belated reports indi- 
cate that the storm of Oct:>42 in the Cagayan 
valley was the worst and most destructive 
within the. memory of living inhabitants. 
The official figures are not available, as 
many places have not been heard from, but 
it seems certain the number of dead will 
reach 300. 

There was a heavy typhoon and torrential 
rains throughout the valley and in the 
mountains. The rivers were flooded and in 
many places rose to a-height of thirty feet, 
sweeping everything before them in their 
path to the sea. Hundreds of animals and 
houses were swept away. 

Americans Save Many Natives. 

At Aparri, which was almost completely 
under water the American residents, headed 
by Lieuts Treadway and Clark, Postmast 


j Foss, and Engineer Clark, formed a resecu 


brigade and saved scores of natives, taking 
many off their heuses floating down the river. 

The government hag dispatched a coast 
guard cutter to investigate conditions and or- 
ganize relief. It is reported that cholera has 
appeared among the refugees. 


Earthquake Shocks Come to End. 

The recent seismic disturbances in the 
vicinity of Manila seem to have come to an 
end. 

Fifty-five separate shocks are shown in the 
seismograph records for the last twelve 
hours, and of the’ total number of shocks 
recorded since the. disturbances began, the 
report é€xtending over a period of thirty 
hours, two are clagsified as “ strong,” nine 
“ imperceptibie,’’ and the rest as “ nicroseis- 
mic.”” 

Telegraphic reports from varfous sections 
of the island show that the disturbances 
were felt most strongly on the east coast of 
Luzon, but no damage is reported. Experts 
think the focus of the whole disturbance is 
located in the Pacific ocean close to the coast 
of Luzon.

TO HONOR AMERICAN FLEET.

Sperry and His Officers Are the Center 
of Attraction at Katsura’s Home in 
Tokio. 


TOKIO, Oct. 21.—The dinner and ball! this 
evening to do honor to the visit of the Ameri- 
can fleet of battleships and given by Premier 
Katsura at his residence, brought together 
about 1,000 prominent persons. The guests 
at dinner were confined to those holding offi- 
cial positions. There were no set speeches 
Premier Katsura proposed the health of 
President Roosevelt and American Ambas- 
sador O’Brien that of the emperor of Japan. 
A toast to the fleet by the premier was re- 
sponded to by Rear Admiral Sperry.

New York, Oct. 21.—[Special.]—How to 
buyga bank with-its own money or at least 
how a bank has been bought with ite own 
money, according ‘to the government's con- 
tention, was the interesting revelation at the 
tnial of Charles W. Morse and A. H. Curtis 
today. The operation was so simple as to 
evoke smiles in the courtroom, and yet so 
grave as to be a violation of the Untted States 
banking awe, according to the prosecutiion’s 
statements. 


The defense devoted iteelf during this part 


of the trial to efforte to show thet the Na- 
tional Bank of North America wae not. the 
purchaser or owner of its own stock, which 
would be a violation of the law if true. The 
government held that it was such an owner. 


Operations Declared Easy. 

The operation, according to the govern- 
ment’s contention, has been carried on by 
simple means, mere bookkeeping, as it were, 
through loane granted by the bank to Morse’s 
secretary, Miss K. A. Wilson, one of his 
dummies in the loan businees of the bank. 
Miss Wilson was Morse’s paid employé. 
The bank, after Morse had acquired an in- 
terest in it. but before he had secured abzulute 
control, lent money to Miss Wilson or in her 
name on demand loans, for which Miss Wil- 
son gave notes, and the money thus loaned 
was paid to Primrose & Braun, who were 
Morse’s brokers, and one member of which 
firm, Braun, was another secretary of Morse. 

Primrose & Braun bought the stock of the 
bank on Morse’s orders and sent it to him at 


his office im the bank, recedving checks in. 


payment. The government charges that*the 
bank was really buying its own etock at the 
orders of Morse and Curtis, its officers, in 
violation of the statutes. 


7 Tells of Ice Stock Deal. 

Calvin Austin, presidemt of the Eastern 
steamship company of Boston, Mass., was a 
witness im the afternoon. He testified that 
Mr. Moree induced him to buy 1,250 shares 
of ice stock, for which Mr. Austin gave in 
payment a note for $100,000.

| HUSBAND IN “LAST ILLNESS.” 


Wife May Prosecute Later Should Sick 
‘Man Regain His Health. 


Mrs. Wiilfam F. Tucker, wife of the chief

Tucker, through her lawyer, Haynie R, 
Pearson, gave out a statement. 


Mrs. Tucker’s Statement. 

“ Having today been informed by reliable 
medical authority personally conversant with 
the condition of my husband, Col. W. F. 
Tucker,” the statement says, “that he is 
now in his ‘tast illness,’ which can have 
but one termination; and realizing that he is 
at last in an institution where he will receive 
proper care and treatment, and not desiring 
in any wey to aggravate hig condition or 
hasten the ultimate end, I return to Wash- 
ington with my mother, with whom I have 
been compelled to make my home for the 
last two years. 

‘*‘ My financial condition will not justify my 
remaining here indefinitely, but should Col. 
Tucker recover his health and bein-a proper 
physical condition to appear in court, I shall, 
on notification from my attorney, return to 
Chicago and prosecute my case.”’ 

Reasons for Action. 

“Mrs. Tucker's theory was,” said Attorney 
Pearson, ‘“‘that if she prosecuted her hus- 
band she could in that way make known to 
her friends that she did not condone his of- 
fenses and wae able to obtain a divorce if 
she wished.” ~~. 

Col, Tucker is now in the army hospital at 
Hot Springs, Ark., where he is undergoing 
treatment for dropsy and other ailments.

| Aldermen on Streets and Al- 
leys South Reject the Pro- 
« posed Grant. 


BACK TO SUBCOMMITTEE. 


Eighth Ward Demands Train 
Service Even if Hyde Park 
Is Smoked. 


The. councll committee on streets and al- 
leys south yesterday turned down its own 
subcommittee appointed to consider the 
Kensington and Hastern rajiway franchise. 

In the face of an extensive and carefully 
drawn report referring the matter to the 
local transportation committee, it ordered 
the subcommittee to begin over again and 
craft an ordinance, The effect of this com- 
mittee action was to encourage the idea that 
the Ilinois Centra? road might get what it 
wants after all. A motion to file the sub- 
committee's report, which would have had 
the effect of again bringing the ordinance 
before the eommittee ag a whole, also was 
defeated, although not so badly as the mo- 
tion that the report be adopted. 

Ald. MeInerney, in speaking on the report, 
declared that to turn it over to the local 
transportation committee would be to admit 
that the aldermen on streets and alleys south 
did not have enough intelligence to handle 
the matter, which, he said, would never do 

Ald. Moynihan made a speech against the 
“ aristoerats "' who live between Sixty-third 
and Forty-third streets and who. he said, were 
interested in “deferring an ordinance which 
would give decent service ” to the people of 
his ward, the sighth. 


Report of the Committee. 

The report; which was “ turned down.” by 
the committee, explains at length the rela- 
tions between the Illinois Central and the 
Kensington and Eastern, showing the vaat 
advantages to be derived by the former road 
by the passage of the ee and con- 
tinues, as follows: 

* The city council has created . committee 
for the purpose of considering all questians 
affecting the local transportation problems 
of Chicago, and as this committee has gone 
over repeatedly just such problems as are in- 
volved in this ordinance, your subcommittee 
recommends that the Kensington and EKast- 
ern ordinance be returned to the council 
with the recommendation that it be referred 
to the committee on local transportation, 
In the investigations which it has made and 
which result in this recommendation your 
subcommittee is convinced that, as the IIli- 
nois Central Railroad company is the actual 
financial beneficiary of the ordinance, ques- 
tions that are open between that corporation 
and the city of Chicago may with all pro- 
priety be considered as among the conditions 
upon which the ordinance shall be granted. 


Occupation of Front Street. 

“A question that should receive careful 
consideration in connection with the fran- 
chise now bought is the present occupation 
by the Illinois Central railroad of a portion 
of Front street, between One Hundred and 
Sixteenth street and a point between One 
Hundred and Fifteenth street and Kensing- 
ton avenue, and a claim to ownership. 

“In the matter of conditions to be inserted 
as a part of the Kensington and Hastern 
ordinance your subcommittee is of the opin- 
ion that the life of the ordinance should be 
limited to fifty years; that power should be 
reserved to the city after a reasonable date 
to require elevation of the tracks; that the 
city should have the power to require the 
opening of stations within reasonable dis- 
tances; that,the rate of fare to be charged 
should not exceed 5 cents within the city 
Limits; that streets may be laid out hereafter 
across the right of way without compensa- 
tion to the company.” 


Electrification Clauses Attacked. 


The report also touches upon the electrifi- 
cation question, having been prepared before 
yesterday's favorable action on the part of 
the Tllinols Central directors and stockhold- 
ers, and it was on this ground that Ald. 
Moynihan felt he had a grievance in behalf 
of his constituents. 

*I think that electrification paragraph 
ought to be left out,"’ he said. “I'm against 
it. Out where I live the best we can get is 
three trains a day each way, and that is not 
enough. We want good train service and 
this ordinance ought to give it to us, so we 
are favorable to the ordinance. Now the 
situation seems to be that we are going to 
be kept from what we ought to have for the 
benefit of a lot of blue bloods up in Hyde 
Park and Kenwood, who want express trains 
every ten minutes, and things like that. We 
are asked to do without transportation itn 
order that they may be relieved of smoke. 
I don’t want to see my ward strangled in 
that way.”’ 

Ald. Fisher, Pringle, and Snow voted for 
the adoption of the report, and Ald. Me- 
Inerney, Downey, McNeal, Moynihan, Hunt, 
McCoid, and Roberts opposed it. 

“Tf they want me to draw up an or¢él- 
nance I'll do the best I can,"* said Ald. Snow, 
head of the subcommittee, last night. “ There 
won't be any loose ecges to it. But the whole 
business belongs to the local transportation 
committee.’ 
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Young Greek on Trial Aceused of 
Assault on Little Girl. 
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TERM IN PRISON PENALTY. 
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Complaining Witness Cross Examined 
More than an Hour. 


A case which, in tts bearing» on the morals 
of the city of Ciicago, is regarded as on a 
par with the notorious “ chicken ” ease, 
which resuked in a disagreement a few weeks 
ago, is now on trial before Judge Kersten. 

It is considered of great importanes by pro- 
bation and truant officers, for it will deter- 
mine the efficacy of ihe new law providing 
for penitentiary sentence for indecent as- 
saulte on children. Also, if a conviction ts 
obtained, it will stand out as a warning to 
the degenerate boys and men. who infest cer- 
tain Greek fruit stores throughout the city. 

The case is that of Peter Vassilles, 18 years 
old, who assists his father in running a fruit 
Store at Briar place and Sheridan road. Vas- 
sillas won the friendship of a little girl in the 
neighborhood, the 6 year old daughter of an 
advertising man, and attacked her in @ care- 
fully constructed recess in the store. He at- 
tempted to repeat the offense the next day, 
but the little girl escaped and told. her 
mother. The arrest followed and on June 8 
the boy was held to the grand jury by Judge 
Maxwell. 


Case Meets Many lelays. 


There was considerable delay in' obteining 
an indictment and still more delay in get- 
ting the case to trial. It was postponed three 
times because the state’s attorney's office 
failed to have the officers in the case on hand 
when it was called. 

When it came up before Judge Kersten 
yesterday the officers were again absent, but 
the father of the Mttle girl hunted them up 
himself and brought them to the courtroom. 
They sail they had not peen informed that 
the case was on ¢all, but thought it had 
been disposed of long ago. 

The importance with which the case is re- 
garded by some one other then probation 
officers was shown by the fact that the court- 
room was crowded all day with competricts 
of the defendant. 

The first witness catled by the state was 
the little girl, and all the other witnesses, 
including her father, mother, brother, and 
friends, were excluded from the room. In 
eight minutes Assistant State's Adtorney 
Robert BE. Turney concluded his examination 
of her and turned her over to Miles J. Devine, 
attorney for the defendant, to cross examine. 


Cross-Examination an Ordeal. 


What happened then is considered almost 
as bad for the prospects of future prosecu- 
tions and convictions as an acquittal. For 
one hour and thirteen minvtes the 6 year old 
girl was cross examined on her horrible ex- 
perience by Attorney Devine. She was in 
tears most of the time and naturally be- 
eame hysterical and confused, There was 
no one in the courtroom whom she knew 
and her audience was composed chiefly of 
dark, scowling Greeks. Attorney Devine in- 
sisted on her giving ever and over again and 
in detail all the happenings in the fruit store. 
It is feared that the ordeal through which 
the little girl was forced to go will deter 
other parents from prosecuting in case their 
children are wronged. 

“If I had it to do over again I never would 
prosecute,"’ said the father last night. “ The 
nerve racking delays and postponements 
were bad enough, but that torture, that in- 
guisition to which my little daughter was 
subjected was about as bad as having the 
whole thing happen over again. She ts com- 
pletely broken down and hysterical from it 
and it has made an impression on her mind 
that nothing can. soften or eradicate.” 

A photographer who took pictures of the 
recess in which the offenre charged was com- 

mitted was cross-examined for over an hour 
without shaking -his testimony. The girl's 
9 year old brother was cross-examined for 
about half an hour and his examination will 
be continued today, 


MOBBED WHEN HE ASKS FOR Doe 


Owner While “Bridged” Sees Lost 
Collie ome Steamer, but Is Re- 
pulsed by Sailors. 


A valuable collie belonging to Arthur H. 
Koenigsberger, a merchant tailor, which 
mysteriously disappeared from his home, 
1569 Kenmore avenue, several months ago, 
was seen by Mr. Koenigsberger Tuesday 
afternoon while ‘‘bridged’’ on Clark street to 
allow the boat Eliza Williamsto pass.

Municipal Bench Salaries 
to $10,000 a Year. 


MEN OF ABILITY NEEDED. 


Chief Justice Says Income of the 
Court This Year Will Be 
About $700,000. 


Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 


; court announced yesterday that he intends to 
; ask the city council to advance the salarigs 
| of judges of the Municipal court from $6,000 


/ to $10,000 a year.

judges will enter the race for Circuit and 
Superior court judgeships next June, and 
that there. will be extreme difficulty in ob- 
taining men of sufficient experience, charac- 
ter, and ability to maintain the present 
standard of the Municipal court. 

The ordinance that the chief justice {n- 


tends to ask the eouncil to pass will provide 


that the increase in salaries take place within 
two yeats. The time mentioned will give 
time for the Municipal court to move from 
its present quarters, where it is paying rent, 
to the quarters in the new city hall, which, 
it is expected, will be completed within two 


| years. 


Olson Tells His Plan. 
“TI intend to ask the city council for sal- 


| aries of $10,000 for Municipal court judges at 


| an early date,”

“In the personnel of its judges the court 
either must go up or down. There are those 
who believe the tendency in the future will 
be to put inferior men on the bench, and 
they see evidence of this in many of those 
who were candidates at the last primaries. 

“ The income of this court will be about 
$700,000 this year. The item of $88,000a year 
for rent, which no other similar public insti- 


tution has to pay, will be cut off when the 


court.moves into the new city hall. This 
item alone would about cover the increase 
in salaries. And fines in the Municipal 
court are lower than under the old justice of 
the peace system, and lower than last year.”’ 


Decision Means Much. 

In reference to the decision pending in the 
Supreme court relative to the right of the 
Municipal court to exercse original juris- 
diction in approximately 200 sorts of cases 
where punishment may be either by fine es 
imprisonment or both, the chief justice de- 
clared that an adverse decision to the effect 
that thé Municipal court is without original 
jurisdiction in such cases would be extremely 
detrimental to the value of the court. He 
said that such a ruling would extend to the 
County courte throughout [llinola, which 
have exercised such jurisdiction for thirty- 
seven years. 


KISSES WIFE MECHANICALLY, 
BUT LAVISHES CARE ON DOGS. 


That Is Charge Made Against Husband 
by Mrs. May H. Sharp, Who, How- 
ever, Is Denied Divorce. ~ 


“ Can a married man have a dozen or more 
dogs about his residence to the annoyance of 
his wife?’ 

This was answered indirectly yesterday by 
Judge Brentano when he refused a decree of 


| divorce to Mrs. May M. Sharp from her hus- 
| band, Harley G. Sharp, an electrician, onthe 
| grounds of cruelty. 


The first act of cruelty related by the wit- 
ness occurred on July 4, 1907, while they were 
returning from a trip across the lake, 

“The weather Was rough,’”’ she said, “ and 
I became frightened. I awakened “my hus- 
band and asked him to stay awake with me. 
He pushed me with his elbow and told me he 
was sieepy.”’ 

Counsel for Mrs. Sharp then began to bring 
out evidence concerning the dogs. 

“He had hours and hours to talk about 
dogs,” said Mrs, Sharp, “and if he had $2 
he would take $1.75 of it and spend on the 
dogs. He never found time to talk to me af- 
fectionately. Fora time after we were mar- 
ried he kissed me as mechanically as he 
swallowed, but he was careful of his dogs.”

: SEE SPITE IN MINING SUIT 
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Scandia Directors Assail Injune- 
tion Suit’s Instigators. 


TELLS OF FACTIONAL FIGHT. 


Robert A. Childs Acenses Company’s 
Former Chief of Plot. 


General charges of fraud made in a peti- 
tion for a preliminary injunction against the 
directors of the Scandia Mining syndicate 
met with a spirited retort before Judge C. 


C. Kohlsaat in the United States Circuit 
court yesterday. Later in the day counter 
charges of a serious nature were made 
againet the instigators of the action. 

The petition, which dsked the appointment 
of a receiver to prevent. the directors from 
leasing the corporation’s Alaska mining 
properties, had been Med in the morning by 
Edward F. Richardeon. Mr. Richardson, 
whe lives in Denver, and was associate coun- 
sel with Clarence Darrow in the defense of 
William D. Haywood, brings the suit ee a 
stockhoider and represents himeelf. 

He made a brief argument to Judge Kohl- 
saat in which he reviewed his petition. which, 
among other things, accuses Robert A. 
Childs, attorney for the corporation, of 
dominating the board of directors and car- 
rying out his personal plans. 

Judge Kohlsaat took the application fora 
writ of injunction under adwisement and post- 
poned until today action on the epplication 
for the appointment of a receiver. 

Attorney Childs, who ig the father of Rob- 
ert W. Childs, assistant district attorney, 
and his associates had their inning when 
their side of the story was told to Judge 
Kohisaat by Horace K. Tenney, retained as 
counsel for them. 

Mr. Tenney asserted that Mr. Richerdeon 
represented a faction in the interests in- 
volved in the mining syndicate, and that it 
happened that he and his faction were not 
members of the board of directors. 


Says He Acts on Hearsay. 

“Mr. Richardson,” said Mr. Tenney, “ has 
filed a petition here that he admits is based 
only on information and belief, and he even 
admits that some of the things he has said 
he is willing to take back. It is unsupport- 
ed by affidavits or any other kind of evi- 
dence. We contend that Mr. Childs and the 
board of directors have been conducting the 
business of the company in an honest en- 
deavor to make realizations for those finan- 
clally interested‘in it. 

“Tt happens that one of the directors, Mr. 
Henry L. H. Bolander, who has opposed the 
actions of the board, was at one time in 
control, and so completely dominated every- 
thing that he tied up all the company’s 
funds in Nome, Alaska. 

“The question of leasing the properties 
which Mr. Richardson sets up as his chief 
ground for his action—presented itself as a 
necessity, because the company had not 
funds to develop the mines.”’ 


Calls Bolander an Embezzler. 

Counter charges of a sensational nature, 
not against Richardson, but against Bolan- 
der, who supports Richardson's allegations, 
were made by Attorney Tenney and Attor- 
ney Childs during the day. Mr. Childs made 
the following statement: 

* Bolander went to Nome this year, saying 
he was going to look after personal business. 
I didnot go to Nome until August of this 
year, and went then by order of the directors, 
to learn the reason why the company could 
get no reply from its agent, Capt. John H. 
Brand, to the numerous communications 
sent to him for an accounting as to the 
business of the agency. 

* When I got there 1 made an investigation 
that showed conclusively that Bolander had 
bribed the agent to turn over all the com- 
pany’s books, documents, vouchers, and 
‘eash amounting to $18,000 or $20,000. I pre- 
pared to have Bolander indicted for embez- 
giement, but he secretly boarded the steam- 
}ship Victoria at Nome and sailed for Seattle 
Aug. 26. 
Directors’ Order Defied. 

‘“ At Seattle Bolander wired the president 
to have a meeting of the directors ready 
when he should arrive at Chicago. That was 
done, but I got to Chicago in time for the 
meeting mywelf and made my report. At the 
meeting of the directors he was directed by 
the directors to turn over the funds and 
books I had demanded of him. He refused, 


saying he knew nothing aboutthem. Brand, 
who wes present at the meeting, refused to 


answer questions. 
‘* Every action of Bolander since then has 


been spite work, and the charges against me 
and the directors in this case are wholly 
without foundation,” 


CLUB CAN’T BE CO-RESPONDENT 


Calumet Objects to Being Named in Di- 
vorce Suit and Threatens to Expel 
Owen Burns. -

It cannot surrender its demand 
for the use of both gold and silver as the stand- 
ard money of the country, but the question must 
remain in abeyance until conditions so change 


falling prices:and a rising dollar. This, there- 
fore, cannot be made the controlling issve of 
the contest upon which we are entering. 

So the Parker excursion was not a re-j 
treat, and business men and investors are 
referred once more to protons matiaratiqne 
like this: 

The friends of bimetallism have not been van- 
qiished; they have simply been overcome. They 
believe that the gold standard is a conspiracy 
of the money changers against the welfare of 
the human race, and they will continue warfare 


“hey tell you they want agitation stopped. I 
tell you that agitation will never stop until this 
gold standard is wiped out of existence in this 
country. 


The democratic party has begun a war of ex- 
termination against the gold standard. We ask 
no quarter; we give no quarter. We shall prose- 
cute our warfare until there is not an American 
citizen who dares advocate the gold standard. 

‘These are not uttepances that any citi- 
zen can afford to forget or ignore. Even 
if Mr. Bryan had repudiated them they 
would be relevant testimony to the value 
of his judgment not only in financial mat- 
ters but in all public affairs. Former 
Assistant Postmaster General Jones ex- 
pressed the-feeling of responsible men al] 
over the land when he said of Mr. Bryan, 
“I regard him as an unsound and danger- 
ous thinker on economic questions.” To 
risk his election Mr. Jones declares “is 
dangerous to our business prosperity.” 
Therefore this lifelong democrat will cast 
his first vote for a republican presidentia! 
candidate on Nov. 3. 

The distrust of Mr. Bryan has oot sub- | 
sided since his latest defeat. Far from 
it. His opponents are less likely to speak 
of him as Col. Watterson did in 1896, 
when he said: “He is a § dishonest 
dodger.

HOW TO GET ABSOLUTE SECURITY. 

To the clerk or mechanic who has with 
much self-denial put by $100, that small 
sum is of more consequence than half a 
million is to a millionaire; It is his all. 
It is to be his mainstay when sick or. out 
of work. 

Naturally he is solicitous for its safety. 
Usnally the Chicago wage earner puts 
his money in a savings bank or a building 
and loan association and, as a rule, has 
no oceasion to regret it. But now and 
then a bank or an association fails. 
Then the nervous man gets frightened 
and asks where he can put his small 
savings with a certainty of getting them 
back when wanted. 


Mr. Bryan has his ready answer. He 


says: “Put me and my party in power 


and we will enact a bank deposit guar- 
anty law. Then if your bank fails its 
debts will be paid out of a fund to which 
all the banks have to contribute.” If 
asked for fuller information about his 
scheme he says “it is so simple that any- 
body can understand it,” and begins talk- 
ing about something else. : 

It is quite likely that several Chicago 
men with small incomes have been im- 
pressed by Mr. Bryan’s glib assurancg of 
absolute security for their small savings. 
But what would be done in that direction 
if Mr. Bryan were president and congress 
were democratic? Why, a law would be 
enacted requiring the national banks to 
establish a guaranty. fund for the prompt 
payment of the creditors of any insolvent 
national bank. That would be as far as 
congress could go. But Chicago wage 
workers are not depositors in aational 
banks., They are depositors in savings 
banks, which are subject to state, not 
national, authority. Therefore the elec- 
tion of Mr. Bryan, even if he had a 
democratic congress behind him, would 
not bring with it a guaranty of their de- 
posits. 

Now, what would be done in the event 
of republican success for the timid, un- 
thinking men who are attracted by Mr. 
Bryan’s deposit guaranty proposition? 
Why, postal savings banks would be as- 
tablished. Whoever put his money in 
them would, have an absolute guaranty 
against loss unless the government itself 
should go to wreck. The farmer or the 
elerk and workman of the city who did 
ndt choose to put his money in a savings 
bank could with perfect confidence in- 
trust it to the national government. 

Mr. Bryan’s bank deposit guaranty pol- 
icy would do nothing for any Chicago 
wage worker. THe republican postal sav- 
ings bank policy would. Ifthe man who 
seeks absolute security for his savings 
votes for Mr. Bryan, he votes to deprive 
himself of what he desires. He can get 
it by voting for Mr. Taft.

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RIME MINISTER CLEMENCEAYL, in 
spite of his ardent republicanism, be- 
longs to an old house of the Breton 
aristocracy, a fact of which few peo- 

_ ple, even among his friends, are aware. 
The first of his ancestors to figure in gov- 
ernment and other official records still in 
existence is Paul Clemenceau, who flourished 
at Mareuil in 1625, and who is described as 
Seigneur du Pasty et de la Serrie. 

One of his sons, Benjamin, Seigneur de 
la Serrie, took the degree of doctor of medi- 
cine. At the time of the great revolution 
at the close of the eighteenth century there 
was Pierre Paul Clemenceau, who bore, in 
addition to the titles of Seigneur du Pasty 
and de la Serrie, also that of Seigneur de 
Colombier, and after the constitution of the 
first empire he was elected to the national 
legislature. His only son, Paul Jean, mar- 
ried in 1889, and was a physician, and it is 
his eldest son in turn, also a member of 
the medical profession, and a specialist in 
diseases of the skin, who is now prime min- 
ister of France.

The title of czar assumed by Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria must not be taken to imply that 
he has put forward any pretensions to the 
rank of emperor. He is entirely content with 
that of king, and by styling himself czar is 
merely reviving the title borne by the kings 
of Bulgaria a thousand years ago. Strictly 
speaking, it is wrong to describe Nicholas 
IL as “czar” of Russia. He is emperor 
of Russia, a title definitely adopted by Peter 
the Great for himself and his sticcessors on 
the Muscovite throne in lieu of that of czar. 
His title is “‘emperor of all the Russias, 
ezar (that is, king) of Poland, grand duke of 
Finland,’’ ete. 

Of course, Ferdinand’s eldest boy, Boris, 
now becomes czarowitch, so that there will 
from henceforth be two princelets to be thus 
designated—namely: the heir apparent to 
the throne of Bulgaria and the only son of 
Emperor Nicholas. This may cause some 
confusion. Ferdinand’s wife, the homely 
Princess Eleanor of Reusa, whom he married 
a year ago, and who won so much fame and 
popularity by her Red Cross work on the 
battlefields of Manchuria in the war between 
Russia and Japan, has now become czarina. 
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Formerly there was also a czar of Servia, 
and, inasmuch as the Bulgarians dream of 
a union of all the Balkan states into a re- 
constitution of the old Bulgarian kingdom, 
and the Servians entertain similar ambitions 
with regard to the restoration of the ancient 
Serb czardom, embracing all the Balkan 
states, much exasperation is entertained at 
Belgrade at the failure of the late Prince 
Milan to adopt the title of czar in Meu of 
that of king after the Turko-Russian war. 

It is claimed that by so doing he neglected 
& unique opportunity of emphasizing the fact 
that Servia was to be the dominant power of 
the southeast of Europe—an opportunity 
which has been seized with rare cleverness 
by the astute Ferdinand of Bulgaria. 
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Some $30,000,000 is at stake in the lawsuit 
which commenced Saturday last before the 
courts of Wiesbaden. The plaintiff is Count 
George Merenberg, son of the morganatic 
marriage of the late Prince Nicholas of Nas- 
sau with Natalie Pushkin, youngest child 
of Russia's most famous poet, Pushkin, and 
divorced wife of old Gen. Doubelt, for so 
many years chief of the Russian secret po- 
lice. 

The defendant is the 14 year old crown 
princess of the grand duchy of Luxembourg. 
The grand duke has for several months past 
been suffering from incurable paralysis of 
his physical and mental faculties, and his 
early death will be in the nature of a re- 
lease—at any rate as far as his relativee are 
concerned. He has no son, but a number of 
daughters, and the national legislature of 
Luxembourg has already rejected the pre- 
tensions of Count Merenberg to the throne 
and has ‘rested its succession, by unanimous 
vote, in the young crown princess. 

Realizing the hopelessness of the contest 
as far as the grand ducal crown is concerned, 
the count has now turned his attention to° 
the colossal fortune Which is entailed upon 
the chief of the ducal heute of Nassau, now} 
represented by the moribund grand 


ke. 
There is no doubt thaf the porreesion and | 


administration of this Vast fortune a 
belong to Count Merenberg as son of the 
late Prince Nicholas of Nassau, were it not 
for the fact that his parents’ marriage was 
of a morganatic character. The legislature 
and the tribunals of Luxembourg have pro- 
claimed the eldest daughter of the grand 
duke not only crown princess of the grand 
duchy, but IHkewise “ hereditary princess of 
Nassau, 
the great Nassau fortune, and in the prob- 
able event. of this view being sustained by 
the various German courts—-moset of the 
property is situated in Germany—Duke Alex- 
ander of Oldenburg, as nearest male agnate, 
will be associated with the widowed grand 
duchess in the management of the estate 
during the minority of the crown princess. 
There is. nothing in the family statutes of 
the house of Nassau, nor in the agreements 
between the various branches of the dy- 
nasty, to preclude the crown princess, by 
reason of her sex, from inheriting the Nas- 
sau estates, and, if there were, they would 
go to this selfsame Duke Alexander of Olden- 
burg, as son of Princess Therese of Nassau, 
instead of to Count Merenberg, who is whol- 


‘ly excluded. 
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It is true that some radical German law- 
yers have encouraged the count in the be- 
lief that morganatic marriages have the 
same legal value in German law as ordinay 
marriages. But this view, on which the 
count bases his present suit, is generally 
contested, and his defeat is practically as- 
sured. In fact, all that the suit is likely to 
do is to cost him a large amount of money, 
and to call public attention to the fact that 
the Almanach de Gotha, in its edition this 
year, in a footnote on page 58, charges his 
the widow of Prince Nicholas of 
Nassau and of Luxembourg, and the mother- 
in-law of Grand Duke Michael Michaelo- 
vitch of Russia, with having lied to the ed- 
itors about the date of her marriage. 

The editors show for the first time this 
year in their pages that her morganatic 
marriage to the prince in London took place 
July 1, 1868, instead of, as stated in all pre- 
vious editions of the almanach, July 1, 1867, 
and have also shown that her eldest daugh- 
ter by the prince, sister of the plaintiff, and 
morganatic wife of Grand Duke Michael of 
Russia, was born at Geneva June 1, 1868— 
that is to say, a full month before the rela- 
tions of her parents, Prince Nicholas and 
Countess Merenberg, were legalized by the 

morganatic marriage in London. This de- 
ception might have continued to be ignored 
by the general public had it not been for the 
unfilial and unbrotherly action of Count 
Merenberg in inaugurating last year the 
legal proceedings for the possession of the 
Nassau fortune, which have culminated in 
the trial that has just oommnpaces at Wies- 


baden. 
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Maj. Gen. Sir Stanley Clarke, who has been 
a frequent visitor to this country, spending 
on one occasion the entire season in New 
York, has just been appointed by King Ed- 
ward to the office of paymaster of the royal 
household, in succession to the late Sir Nigel 
Kingscote. Sir Stanley is to hold this office 
in addition to that of clerk marshal and of 
senior equerty, which he already fills, and 
his new appointment merely means the ad- 
dition of a few of certain duties and of about 
$6,000 a year to his annual salary. 

He has many American friends, having 
always been in attendance on the king as 
‘equerry during all his foreign trips and so- 
journs abroad, especially at Homburg, Ma- 
rienbad, and Biarritz—that is to say, re- 
sorts greatly frequented by people from this 
side of the water. Clarke has been with 
the king ever since 1873—that is to say, for 
about thirty-five years—was formerly a 
dashing hussar officer, and is married to a 
daughter of the late Sir John Rose, who, 
married to a celebrated Vermont beauty, was 
the London partner of Levi P. Morton of 
New York in the banking firm of Morton, 
Rose & Co. 
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Charles C. Rose, one of the pillars of the 
English church, and likewise an influential 
member of the Royal Yacht squadron, is 
Lady Clarke's brother, and was formerly the 
racing partner of King Edward, in the days 
when the latter wags still helrapparent. Sir 
Stanley Clarke enjoys a far greater degree 
of popularity in society than most members 
of the king’s household, and likewise stands 
so high in the good graces of the queen that 
for several years he filled the office of her 


private secretary in addition to his other }

OTHER CALLERS MUST WAIT. 


Visitor from Africa Given Preference 
Over All at White House. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—[Special.}]— 
Among President Roosevelt's callers today 
was the Rev. Charlies E. Hurlburt, an Amer- 
icam missionary to Africa. Although the 
missionary called only to pay his respects, 
the president singled him out from the rest 
of his visitors and insisted upon his spending 
a quarter of an hour telling about the hunting 
in the locality where the missionary is sta- 
tioned. 

It developed that the Rev. Mr. Huriburt's 
post, Kijafe, tn British East Africa, is 200 
miles nearer the good hunting zone than the 
point where President Roosevelt intends to 
make hig first headquarters. 


Big Game Near Mission. 
“Within three miles of the mission at 


’ Kijafe there is excellent elephant and rhinoc- 


eros shooting,”’ said Mr. Hurlburt. “I un- 
derstand that within a short period, perhaps 
a week or two, hunters in that locality have 
brought down half a hundred elephants.” 
President Roosevelt immediately protested 
that he did not care for that many elephants 
during his whole sojourn in Africa. He in- 
sisted that two good specimens of mastodons 
of the jungle would be entirely satisfactory. 
He said that he would be primarily an agent 
of the National museum during his hunting 
trip and that an oversupply of good speci- 
mens for mounting would not be desired. 


May Change His Plans. 

The president intimated to the missionary, 
however, that while he had not included 
Kijafe in his hunting route, he would likely 
go there if it were possible during the six 
months he had allotted to that region. He 
requested that his visitor send him data con- 
cerning that portion of Africa. 

Ranches owned by McMillan and Sir Al- 
fred Bead will be the first places visited by 
Mr. Roosevelt and his party wpon reaching 
Africa. The hunting expeditions will outfit 
and proceed from these points.

Management of £ Auto § Supply Concern 
Prefers to Run an “Open Shop” 
in Detroit. 


Complaining of the “‘ exactions of a labor 
union ’’—the tinsmiths inthis particular case 
—the owners of one more factory have re- 
moved their plant from Chicago. That por- 
tion of McCord & Co,’s factory, which is de- 
voted to the manufacture of automoblie ac- 
cessories, is to be removed to Detroit at once, 
because they consider it easier to run an 
“open shop” there than in Chicago.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Hogs sold up to $6.05, but 
it took an exceptionally choice load of fat back 
butchers to bring this (figure, and although the 
general market was 5@1l0c higher than on Tues- 
day, only a few prime hogs reached the $6.00 mark. 
The quality of the offerings was greatly improved 
and the average price for the day was advanced 
to $5.46, against $5.35 on Tuesday, and compared 
with $5.68 a week ago, when the top was the same, 
$6.05, but cheaper grades of hogs were not selling 
at such a sharp discount under the market top- 
pers. Cattle trade failed to show any new char- 
acteristics. In the native steer division the $6.00 
mark acted as the dividing, ine, and all beeves 
good enough to bring that price or more sold as 
readily as on previous days this week, while 
cheaper grades met with a narrow outlet at weak 
to 10@15c lower figures. Receipts of western cat- 
tle continued in excess of last week's arrivals, the 
quality was only fair, and prices receded, losses of 
10@15c being recorded at the close. Native butcher 
stock trade was in a semi-demoralized condition. 
Supplies grealty exceeded requirements, and only 
the best cows and heifers brought steady prices, 
while all other offerings cleared slowly at a de- 
cline of 10@lSc. Sheep and lamb buyers came 
into the trade determined to force prices 10@25c 
lower. Arrivals were not heavy enoughXo give 
the buyers full control, however, and salesmen 
were enabled to secure steady to 10@i5e lower 
prices for their offerings, the decilne being suffered 
by the inferior offerings, while the good to choice 
lots were maintained at a steady level. 

Receipts of 22,000 were about as expected, and 
included 7,000 western range cattle. Shipping and 
export orders were fairly Uberal and called for 
g00d to choice native steers, to the exclusion of 
the light, medium, and common grades, Supplies 
of good beeves were liberal enough to meet all re- 
quirements, and salesmen were unable to add to 
the price level, although they succeeded in effect - 
ing a satisfactory clearance of the offerings in 
food time.
